WHAT IS "WINDOWS"? 


Windows is, in simple terms, a graphic menu. A program which is loaded into the computer that 
sits cn top of the DOS environment. When running DOS on the computer, you are required to 
understand several computer commands that deal with the formatting of a disk, the copying of 
files and the selection of disk directories to start up other programs. Windows acts as a sh‘ ““t O 
this DOS environment so that the operator doesn’t need to know all of these DOS commanrns: It 
allows the operator to use a device called a mouse (explained in the next question) to point at 
graphic representations of programs and directories stored on the disk. For example, if you had 
an accounting program on the disk called "THE ACCOUNTS MANAGER" then that program 
may have a name on the disk called "ACCOUNTS". Under DOS you would have to type the 
word ACCOUNTS and press the < ENTER> button. Nothing on the screen would let you know 
that such a program existed in the computer. You had to know it was there and what command 
to issue via the keyboard to start it. With Windows, a small picture or symbol labeled 
"ACCOUNTS" would appear (as would any other programs on the disk). You would simply 
move the pointer on the screen to this small picture (Icon) using the mouse and press the button 
on the mouse to select that program. No need to remember the right command or know what 
was on the disk. The end goal of Windows therefore is to make the computer easier to use. 


WHAT IS A MOUSE? 


A mouse is a four legged animal that usually runs around the house looking for a vulnerable 
human target (usually female) and scares the living daylights out of them. In computer 
terminology though, it is a small device which sits on the desk next to the computer keyboo= 
usually has | to 3 buttons on the top and has a cord that connects to the computer. ....6n 
running computer programs such as Windows mentioned above, it is used to move a small 
arrow around on the screen by rolling the mouse around the desk. As the mouse is moved, so 
does the arrow. This arrow is used to point and select different things on the screen. The 
operator simply keeps his eyes and his mind on what is on the screen without the need to look 
for keys on the keyboard. Once again, the end goal of a mouse is to make the computer easier to 
use. (And no, they don’t eat cheese!)
